| Strikers Complain of Army of 


Imported Guards—Cases 
of Intimidation. 


Calumet, Mich, August 2.—Further 
union appeals to Governor Ferris for 
Personal investigation of the copper 
miners’ strike were made today and 
were followed tonight by an intima- 
tion that steps might be taken to pro- 
cure a congressional investigation of 
the Industrial situation. Union offi- 
clals said they could make a prima 
tacle showing et least equal to that 
of the United Mine Workers, which 
resulted in the senatorial hearing in 
West Virginia. The Western Federa- 
tion of Miners will make no such move 
unless the continued efforts of Goy- 
ernor Ferris fail to effect a settle- 
ment, 

The unions claimed tonight that the 
mining companies were organizing a 
veritable army of guards to take the 
Dlace of the state troops. Such action, 
it was claimed, could result only in 
a refgn of terror. 

The companies, on the other hand, 
repeated thelr assertions that out- 
Siders have not been brought into the 
district and that the only armed men 
about mines after the troops leave 
will be sheriff's deputies, duly sworn 
and commissioned. In the first days 
of the strike the deputies were with- 
out weapons, but most of the men act- 
ing under the sheriff now possess riot 
sticks and revolvers.

Belisarius was one of the bravest of the 
generals who commanded in the army of 
Emperor Justinian. It was he who de- 
feated a greatly superior force of Persians 
in the year 530, and the following year took 
Carthage and mede Gelimer, the king of the 
Vandals, a prisoner, after which he was 
able to enter Constantinople in triumph. 

After overrunning Turkey he went to 
Italy, where he met with signal success, and 
after this he conquered Vitiges, king of the 
Goths, sent him to Constantinople. and re- 
fused the crown which was offered him by 
the Goths. For these explolts he was re- 
Sarded as the savior of the empire of the 
east, and medals are extant with this tn- 
scription, “Bellsarius Gloria Romanorum”’— 
‘Belisarius, the Glory of the Romans.

Twelve cases of tatanus, four of 
which proved fatal during the past 
week, have been brought to the at- 
tention of the city health board, 

Tetanus, commonly known as lock- 
Jaw, is particularly dangerous among 
children, according to physicians, and 
warnings to mothers to keep their 
children well shod, are being issued by 
| Physicians. 

Dr. Claude A. Smith, city bactert- 
) ologist. stated Saturday that he con- 
sidered it unusual at this time of the 
year for 50 many cases to make their 
‘appearance at one time. The malady 
jis chiefly caused by cuts in the feet 
|He says that the greatest danger les 
in punctures caused by rusted nalls, 
In a majority of the cases the 
| wounds are allowed to heal while the 
| tissues are infected with the tetanus 
}genm, and nine cases out of ten prove 
| fatal. 
| Here ts what Dr. Smith advises 
{parents to do. 2 

See that the little ones are well shod. 

Examine the feet every night and 
| morning. 

When the child complains of a cut 
or puncture or wound of any kind, call 
-In a physician and have the afflicted 
) part well cauterized. 

Apply poultices freely, and keep the 
children dry and warm. 

; Dr. Smith says that there is little 
danger after the wounds have béen 
cauterized. He urges that parents not 

wait until too late before calling a 
physician. 

The symptoms are these: The pa- 
tient develops fever, and the jaws 
degin to swell. After nine days the 
jaws become locked, and usually the 
patient dies in horrible agony.

I speak from 
observation when I say that the men 
in the Fulton county convict camps 
are NOT OVERWORKED AND NOT 
BRUTALLY TREATED.

There are 700 convicts—5& white)

Washington, August 2.—In a circular 
letter to country bankers issued today, 
Chairman Owen, of the senate banking 
committee, enumerated what he consid- 
ered to be the advantages to them of 
the Gtass-Owen currency bill and stat- 
ed that it would relieve the banking 
business from the control of a half 
dozen “very ambitious gentlemen who

“If an exhaustive investigation were 
made of the panic of 1907 to ascertain 
who were the beneficiaries of that 
panic, this eountry would learn a 
much needed lesson in finance,” sald he.
